The subject was fairly well thraBh- 
ed out, and after the debate there 
was a general discussion, which was 
very interesting. Mr. Macnaughton 
was in the chair, but hud to leave 
before the meeting was over. Mr. 
Earthing then took his place. 

The most important points made 
by the affirmative were that a science 
course was purely technical, and tbs 
course tended to turn out gradu ites 
who had a very narrow outlook on 
business. The question of the great 
number of Arts graduates who were 
in high positions was also touch 3(1 
upon. 

Ths negative side naturally refuted 
th" above arguments, but, noi a* M 
turned out, to the satisfaction oi 
those present, They touched upon 
the practical work dune In the sum- 
mer n onths wb n th • stud n s e «ne 
into lirrct contact with the Workers, 
:nl laborers, They also said thai 
i his gave a Science student a great- 
Rr insight Into the character of men 
h*>h the Arts onrse did. 
After the debate there was a g n 
oral discussion in which many n 
Pi :n s were ; roil hi u», Some of the 
speakers seemed to think, however, 
that the wording of the subject was 
nat very good, Nevertheless they did 
not give a better wording. 

After the discussion Mr. Farthing 
ixplsin d the coming fnter-Co'leglatr 
Niâtes. The try-outs are in taltr 
lace in the next four weeks. The 
ubject for n"xt Friday's debate wi't 
'ikely be on the pr R'nt situation in 
he Old Country as regards Home 

Rule. 

A vote was taken on the debate. 
The affirmative won. 



We publish this morning a letter from Mr. A. K. 
Hugesson, the President of the Union, which contains 
the financial Btateuient oi the Club for the past year. 

It will undoubtedly be a surprise to many of our 
leaders when they find' that the Union deficit was ovci 
four thousand dollars during the last sessiou. This 
however is a fact which we must face aud in view of 
this the reason for the tax of two and a half ceuts ou 
each meal becomes obvious. It may be, as our corres- 
pondent in yesterday's paper claims, that this charge 
discriminates in favour of the men who take their meals 
in the Grill Room; the tax iu question may perhaps not 
be the most logical method of bringing an increased 
revenue into the Union Exchequer, nevertheless, it is an 
evidence that the executive realized the critical situation 
iu which the finances of the institution were placed and 
took such steps as they could to alleviate the burden 
under which the club labours. 

The matter of the charge upon the meals in the Din- 
ng Room is not the one most deserving of criticism. 
There are undoubtedly certain defects iu the manage- 
ment of the Union as in any other institution of a sim- 
ilar nature, these must, to a certain extent be looked 
for aud allowances should be made for the difficulties 
which face the executive. 

The point, however, which is deserving of criticism 
and comment, is the attitude of the undergraduates as 
a whole towards the club and the various enterprises 
carried on within its walls. It was expected, that, with 
the universal fee a very much larger number of students 
would take advantage of the Union aud its many con- 
veniences. This was largely the idea of including the 
Union, iu the fee, as the direct financial return from 
the membership dues will uot be much greater than in 
former years. The results have not justified expecta- 
tions. Both the caterer and the barber at present in 
the Union claim that unless their patronage increases 
they will have to discontinue their respective businesses. 
This is not as it should be. Surely the students of this 
University should take a proper pride in their splendid 
Club, a Club which excites the admiration of every vis- 
itor to the College. They should do their best to help 
out the Union in every way in their power and in no 
way can they do this better than by patronizing the fac- 
ilities provided for their use by the Committee in charge 
of the building. 

We hope that the future will shortly see a change 
for the better in the attitude of the students in regard 
to this matter and that the Union will become what it 
is intended to be, the Club and meeting place of all the 
undergraduates of this University.
